The invention of claim 8 is allowable over the art of record in view of 
applicant's arguments that Baentsch's teaching of reestablishing the state prior to 
the power failure by copying or transferring the contents of the non-volatile 
memory to their original memory locations (RAM and register locations) so that 
normal operation can be resumed at column 8, lines 14-22 does not correspond 
to the recited "restarting the process in a waiting state" limitation of claim 8.
